ITALIANS HEAR BANISHED 
“EDUCATOR ASS DUGE 


Mussolini Did Not Save Italy 
From Bolshevism, . De- 
clares Salvemini. 


CHARGES MURDER, LOOT 


The belief that Mussolini saved Italy 
from bolshevism is erroneous, Prof. 
Gaetano Galvemini, of the University 
of Florence, who was forced to leave 
Italy because of his opposition to 


fascism, told the Friends of Italian 
Liberty last night at the Playhouse, 
1814 N street northwest. 

Prof, Salvemini admitted there were 
disturbances in Italy following the 
world war, but declared they were the 
same form of postwar neurasthenia 
that appeared elsewhere. He said there 
was no economic down after the 
war. Me declared Mussolini's statement 
that Italians fundamentally were too 
weak to govern themselves democrati- 
cally was false. The Italian king had 
no strength of character, the professor 
declared, or he would not have acceded 
to Mussolini's demands. 

Prof. Salvemini charged the fascist 
regime is supported by murder and 
looting. All who are foes of fascism 
are hounded and murdered, he de- 
clared. 

The Vatican is opposed to Mussolini, 
he declared, although it is on more 
friendly terms with the present Italian 
government than it has been in 60 
years. The principles of Mussolini 
and the church are contradictory, he 
deciared. He predicted the fascist gov- 
ernment will collapse soon. 

A resolution charging fascist organi- 
gations are at work in the United 
States thwarting Americanigation of 
Italian immigrants and instilling the 
autocratic ideal, and extending greet- 
ings to the “patriotic men and women 
of Italy who are struggling in the 
righteous cause of popular rule ‘and 
who are risking their lives to combat 
the fascisti idea,” was adopted.

The stu- 
dents indicated their belief in answers 
to nine questions, which were sub- 
mitted recently in a newspaper poll 
taken in 200 cities. In the newspaper 
poll, 250,000 persons answered.

Mexico City, April 3 (By A. P.).—ft 
was stated authoritatively today that 
the intention of the Mexican govern- 
ment in ite.recent cryptic decree re- 
pealing laws by which federal revenues 
had been appropriated for special ends, 
was to facilitate the government's pay- 
ments of its foreign debt under the 
Pani-Lamont agreement. The decree, 
it was stated, would give the treas- 
sury freedom to apply any government 
revenue to any government need, 

Finance Minister Decoa is negotiat- 
ing with the foreign oil companies for 
payment of their Mexican oil taxes in 
dollars to the Mexican yernment's 
financial agency in New York instead 
of in gold pesos to the Bank of Mexico 
at Mexico City, as hitherto, 

These oil] taxes, together with 5 per 
cent consular taxes on United States 
exports to Mexico, the Treasury Depart- 
ment estimates, will produce about 
$25,000,000 for the remainder of this 
year. This sum, the authorities say. 
will be applied to the Pani-Lamont 
payments, the consular and diplomatic 
expenses, the Mexican government pur- 
chases in the United States and the 
normalization of the exchange rates.

port. 

“The most 
college teachers -time’ men,” 
President Angell asserts. “By which I 
mean to say that unless they or their 
wives have private means, practically 
all are obliged to resort to outside 
methods of money earning, in order 
merely to keep out of debt. | 

“The public mus; clearly understand 
that it can not secure first-class men 
to teach the younger generation, or to 
carry forward the boundaries of know!l- 
edge without providing sufficient re- 
sources to permit men to live in rea- 
sonable comfort, with dignity and with 
substantial freedom from acute and 
incessant financial anxiey. 

“The fraction of cost paid by the stu- 
dent beneficiary must be increased. It 
now represents. from a third to a half 
of the cost of the Yale undergraduate, 
and this is not an uncommon ratio in 
other institutions. It is often urged 
that the student chould be as 
nearly as possible what his education 
costs, and there seems to be no good 
reason why ‘‘\e student who can afford 
it should not so pay. But at Yale we 
are wholy unwilling to enter upon the 
economic selection of our students such 
a course would involve.” °<

The Postoffice Department now has 
the same relation to transportation of 
mail by air as transportation of mail by 
railroads, Mr. New pointed out. The 
air mail will be transported by private 
concerns at a price per pound specified 
in the contract, revenues. beyond this 
price being retained. 

The Western division of the trans- 
continental air line was awarded under 
contract to the Boeing company, Janu- 
ary 15. This division extends 1,906, 
miles, Mr. New said, and the Eastern 
division extends 726 miles. 

The Postoffice Department has fol- 
lowed a policy of withdrawing from the 
transportation of the air mails in favor 
of private enterprise since the fall of 
1925, Mr. New said. 


Like Railroad System. 


Since that time, he said, fifteen con- 
have been awarded to newly 
formed air mail lines, so that the air 
mail lines now have evdlved into a 
system resembling in some degree the 
network lines that spreads over the 
country. 

A short time ago, a contract for an 
air line from New York to Atlanta, 
which will provide the first extensive 
air mail service to Washington, was 
awarded to the Pitcairn Aviation Co., 
of Philadelphia, for 63 per pound, the 
limit fized by law. This company was 
the only bidder. The higher rate epeci- 
fied in this contract, however, takes 
into consideration the fact that the 
company must build up a business in 
a@ strange territory, whereas the Eastern 
division of the transcontinental is the 
heaviest air mail line in the country. 
In either case the regular 10 cents per 
ha'ft ounce, per letter, applies. The 
New York-Atlanta line will begin oper- 
ation this summer.

The e ition sailed from San Fren- 
cisco, July 8, 1879, on the bark rigged 
steam yacht Jeannette, passing through 
the Bering strait until somewhere be- 
hind Herald island, the vessel was 
caught in an ice jam and‘ 4 
helpless drift of months’ duration, held 
fast in the pack. 

On June 13, 1881, the Jeannette 
sank. Divided into three groups of 
approximately a dozen men apiece, 
each With one fully provisioned small 
boat, the crew dragged their boats over 
the ice floes until they struck open 
water. They kept together until driven 
apart by a fierce north Pacific storm. 
One boat was known to have been sunk 
with all hands, but the two others 
reached the delta of the Lena river on 
the Siberian coast in October, 1861. 
Several weeks later Noros and a man 
named Ninderman returned with na- 
tive help to find DeLong and his men 
dead. 

Both Noros and his companion were 
decorated by Congress. Noros was 
granted a small annuity. 

Except for the ibility of a man 
named Leach still being alive, Noros 
is known to be the last survivor of the 
expedition. Leach formerly lived in 
Campello, a suburb of Brockton.

The Bigham slayings occurred at the 
family homestead in Florence county, 
a lonely section on the South Carolina 
coast lowlands, near Pamlico, sebout 
76 miles from the sea and located near 
the banks of the Peedee river. Mrs. 
Dora Bigham, her daughter, Mrs. Mar- 
gie Black, and Leo and John McCracken, 
adopted children of Mrs. Black, were 
shot to death on the premises. A few 
hours later the body of L. Smiley Big- 
ham was found in a pine thicket about 
a half mile from the house. A revolver 
was clasped in his hand. 


Sworn to By Father. 


Edmund Bigham was arrested about 
two weeks following the murders, on a 
warrant sworn to by J. C. McCracken. 
father of the two children. The State 
contended that Edmund killed the 
other members of the family and placed 
a revoiver in his brother's hand to in- 
dicate murder and suicide in following 
out @ plan. to gain the family property.

New Haven, Conn., April 3 (By A. 


| P.).—The public must give prompt and 


earnest attention to the matter of ade- 


quate salaries for teachers in univer- 
sities. if higher education in America 
is not to fall on evil days, asserts 
President James Rowland Angell, of 
Yale university, in his annual report, 
made public today. The problem is na- 
tional, says President Angell, and 
“stares every university in the face.” 

Yale has -been unwilling to accept 
the responsibility for indefinite ex- 
pansion and has committed herself to 
trying “to give a limited number of 
students the best educational oppor- 
tunity she can devise,” says the re- 
port. 

“The present situation. finds most 
college teachers ‘part-time’ men,” 
President Angell asserts. “By which I 
mean to say that unless they or their 
wives have private means, practically 
all are obliged to resort to outside 
methods of money earning, in order 
merely to keep out of debt. 

“The public mys: clearly understand 
that it can not secure first-class men 
to teach the younger generation, or to 
carry forward the boundaries of knowl-

sources to permit men to live in rea- 
sonable comfort, with dignity and with 
substantial freedom from acute and 
incessant financial anxiey.

DEMORALIZATION OF MEXICO. 


_ Ambassador Sheffield has made “‘strong rep- 
resentations”’ to the so-called Mexican govern- 
qment, demanding the urgent pursuit, appre- 
thension and punishment of the bandits who 
‘kidnaped and murdered Edgar M. Wilkins, of 
evannah, Ga., last week near Guadalajara. 
Wallista troops are trying to find the bandits, 
‘but the pursuit is very leisurely. Wilkins’ 
‘body lay four days before’ being found, and 
‘then it was discovered by Americans, and not 
by the Mexican authorities. 

Some of the American apologists of the 
Calles government contend that it can not be 
held responsible for acts of banditry; that these 
erimes are committed in other countries as well 
as in Mexico, and that the Calles government 
does everything in its power to apprehend 
and punish the murderers of Americans. It is 
evident, however, that the banditry in Mexico 
is but a part of the general demoralization of 
the country, resulting from bad government. 


* Revolution, as well as banditry, is afoot in 


Mexico. The Calles government describes true 
revolutionists as ‘‘bandits,” in an effort to con- 
“eal the extent of the revolution, and it de- 
‘scribes bandits as “rebels’’ when it seeks to 
avoid responsibility for such atrocities as that 
just committed near Guadalajara. 

Further evidence of the demoralization in 
Mexico, even more painful to Wall street than 
the murder of Wilkins, is the decree just issued 
by President Calles, providing for_the diver- 
sion of the money heretofore allotted to the 
payment of installments upon the external 
debt. The Calles regime is extremely hard 
pressed for funds as a result of the shrinkage 
of customs receipts, the business depression, 
the curtailment of oil production, and the 
enormous sums secretly diverted to their own 
pockets by individuals composing the inner 
ring of government. Calles government of- 
ficials not within this ring are- working on 49 
per cent pay. School teachers have not been 
paid for five months.’ The army has been paid 
regularly, as its loyalty can not be assured 
otherwise. The need of cash has compelled 
Calles to suspend payments under the Pani- 
Lamont agreement. The substitute for pay- 
nents is a “promise”? by an undersecretary of 
he Mexican treasury, ‘‘assuring’”’ foreign bond- 
holders that the money will be forthcoming. 

American oil interests in Mexico are now 
confronted with the alternative of paying 
Slackmail to the Calles government or running 


‘the risk of being robbed under the pretext of » 


#‘fines” for trumped-up offenses. They have 
paid blackmail to former governments, and 
shave gained nothing by the process. If they 
how agree to finance Calles for the sake of 
holding their properties they will lose again, 
for it is obvious that the, revolution is spread- 
ting and making Calles’ position untenable. 
All the money that can be furnished by the 
‘vil men will not keep Calles in his place against 
tthe will of the people of Mexico. They are 
‘determined to get rid of him awd his chief 
‘lieutenants, Morones and Leon. © The revolu- 
tionists are obtaining war’ material from the 
‘United States inspite of the efforts of the 
‘Calles government to prevent smuggling. 
{American customs officials are no longer re- 
‘quired to report smuggling operations to thg 
‘Calles government, and there is no reason why 
‘they should do so.

Without an explanation as to the causes 
which led to the increase of more than three 
billion dollars in the amount provided for the 
expenses of the government for the fiscal year, 
which begins on the first of July next, as com- 
pared, say, with the amount made available 
for the fiscal year ended on June 30, 1916, 
the ordinary citizen might assume that there 


had been the utmost profligacy in appropria- q 


tions. 
As an answer to this criticism Senator 
Curtis, of Kansas, Republican leader of. the 


Senate, has prepared a comprehensive state- 
ment in which he analyzes the appropriations 
for periods covering divisions of thirteen years, 

The total sum provided for the conduct of 
affairs of the country for the fiscal year 1892 
exceeded the appropriations for 1880 by $185,- 
516,784.31, as shown by the researches of 
Senator Curtis, while the figures for 1904 
exceeded those of 1892 by $228,359,843.65. 
Twelve years later, or for the fiscal year 1916, 
a year before the United States became ih- 
volved in the war, the needs of the govern- 
ment had grown to such proportions that the 
appropriations were still further increased by 
$361,749,044.84. The total was $1,114,937,- 
012.02. 

In the years succeeding 1916 the country 
has made enormous strides in material wealth, 
and in every line of industry. The number of 
automobiles registered for instance, has grown 
from less than 2,500,000 to more than 22, 
009,000, involving heavy outlays for high- 
ways. The development of air navigation is 
another item of expense which was not thought 
of twelve years ago, and a score of other 
‘‘extraordinary’’ demands have been made upon 
the Treasury, the most important of which, of 
course, are results of war. 

While the total amount provided for the 
next fiscal year reached an aggregate of 
$3,096,264,258.39 more than the appropriations 
for 1916, Senator Curtis points out that tlre 
permanent and definite appropriations included 
in that total, which cover interest on the public 
debt, the sinking funds, Federal vocational 
education and other items, alone call for 
$1,244,803,560, which in itself is greater than 
the total of the appropriations for the fiscal 
year 1916. 

Some of the other big items that go to make 
up the increased draft on the Treasury, which 
were not in the 1916 budget, are $10,000,000 
for fighting the ravages of the corn borer, 
$473,400,000 for the veterans’ bureau, $175,- 
000,000 for refunding taxes illegally collected, 
and $440,000,000 for increased cost of the 
postal service. The enforcément of the pro- 
hibition law calls for an expenditure of $13,- 
320,405. The additional activities of the coast 
guard in the same direction involve further 
expenditures of $15,349,940. 

But for the direct and indirect costs of 
participation in the world war, the Federal 
development of roads and a score of other 
extraordinary demands upon the revenues, the 
increased appropriations for 1928 over those 
for the fiscal year 1916 ‘would not show an 
abnormal advance over a previous period of 
equal length. 

This country is growing, and the cost of ad- 
ministration of the laws must grow propor- 
tionately. But the abnormal items should be 
segregated in estimating the normal increase 
of government appropriations. 


RAILROAD VALUATION. 


— 


A reader of The Post suggests that the re- 
cent decision of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission relating to railroad valuation is a chal- 
lenge to the Supreme Court decision in the In- 
dianapolis Water Co. case. The Supreme Court 
held that water rates might be established on 
the basis of valuation of the plant as deter- 
mined by the present cost of reproduction. The 
Interstate Commerce Commission in the recent 
St. Louis & O’Fallon case that railroad valua- 
tion should be based upon the cost in 1914, 
plus added investment, less depreciation. 

There does not appear to be any conflict in 
these decisions. The Indianapolis case in- 
volved the powers of a State public service 
commission to regulate water rates in a city 
and the power of a water company to establish 
rates. The Supreme Court held that water 
rates might be fixed high enough to produce a 
reasonable profit on the present cost of re- 
production of the plant. The St. Louis & 
O’Fallon case involved the discretion and 
power of the, Interstate Commerce Commission 
to establish a basis of valuation. The Supreme 
Court had already held, in the Salt Lake case, 
that the decision of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission in valuation matters is final arid 
not subject to injunction except in case of an 
errer in law. The commission’s discretion in 
arriving at values is not subject to review by 
thé courts. 

If an error in applying the law should be 
committed by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission in valuation cases, the courts will in- 
tervene. But the valuation as determined by 
the commission can not be assailed merely be- 
cause it seems foo low to the railroads or too 
high, to the shippers. . 


UNWISE ECONOMY. 


Nearly a year ago the director of the budget 
requested all heads of departments to effect a 
2 per cent reduction in the expenditure for 
personnel services during the current fiscal year. 
On March 23 he directdd a letter to the Dis- 
trict commissioners calling their attention to 
the fact that there had been received no report 
regarding their compliance with the request. 
The letter was referred to the District auditor, 
who, in reply, made the assertion that the Dis- 


trict government is not overmanned, but that’ 


every branch of its service is in urgent need of 


additional personnel if the public husiness fs 


ants and to direct the work of lower-salarieti 
employes can not be obtained for less than 
four-or five times this amount. If the ruling 
of the comptroller general can not be avoided 
one way or another, the forthcoming valuation 
will not have the benefit of expert professional 
advice, and may prove to be worthless.

CAMBRIDGE DEFEATS OXFORD. | 


The great English rowing .classic, Oxford | 
vs. Cambridge, was duly decided on Saturday | 
last, on the Thames, over the historic 414-mile | 
course from Putney to Mortlake, and resulted, | 
in accordance with general expectation as well | 
as with the advance judgment of the experts 
in such matters, in a well earned victory for 
Cambridge. This is the fourth triumph in 
succession for the light blue crews, who, have 
now won seven of the eight races contested 
since the war. The dark blue of Oxford, how- 
ever, has still the advantage on the whole 
series, having pulled off 40 victories to Cam- 
bridge’s 38. 

On account of the bad weather which pre- | 
vailed on the eve of the race, and which seem- 
ed likely to continue, it was feared that neither 
crew would be able to complete the course, as 
there was d@nger of a repetition of the ex- 
perience of 1912, when both boats were 
swamped and sank in rough water. The 
weather, however, upset all antecedent calcu- 
lations by turning out fair, although there was 
a stiff wind, which made it harder for both 
crews, but especially for the less skillful 
Oxonians. That there was some ground for 
the overnight fears was shown when, just as 
the race was ended, the. tide rose so rapidly 
that the tow-path was flooded, and many of the 
spectators were caught knee-deep in water and 
some of them-had to be rescued in boats. 

In certain quarters, much reliance was placed 


| on the superior weight of the Oxford men as | 


tending to give them greater driving power, ‘| 
but this consideration scarcely existed in fact, 
for the aggregate weight of the two teams 
showed a difference of only 65 pounds in fa- 
vor of Oxford. The heaviest man in either 
boat was H. T. (‘‘Ox’’) Kingsbury who, when 
stripped, scaled 194 pounds. Kingsbury is 
an American and was captain of Yale’s unde- 
feated crew last year. Although he was, for 
the first time in his career, on the losing side, 
he was, by general consent, acclaimed the hero 
of Saturday’s contest. When Cambridge led 
for the first two miles, it was mainly the 
strength displayed by Kingsbury and the en- | 
couragement he gave his fellows that enabled 
the Oxford team to draw level and then to lead 
their opponents, that enabled them to make a 
neck-and-neck race ad the third mile, and 
that enabled them finally to put up a creditabla 
finish against the beautifully rhythmic and 
smoothly working stroke of the Cambridge 
oarsmen. At the end, when the others of the 
Oxford crew dropped exhausted over their oars, 
Kingsbury sat bolt upright, and seemed fit to 
row four miles more for a king’s ransom. A 
‘one-man crew” is what the experts dubbed 
him, and apparently he eminently deserved 
the title. 

The Oxford and Cambridge boat race of 
1927 has now passed into history. It will be 
remembered as the most exciting contest that 
has taken place between the two great English 
universities for many years, and it will always 
be associated with the name of the American, 
Kingsbury. ;

Reports last week from Peking and

ing the Nanking incident which would 
afford Americans still in China the 
greatest promise of safety. 

No official word of Chang’s dismissal 
has been received from American ob- 
servers in China so far as is known. His 
removal from control of the Cantonese 
forces in the coastal regions would in- 
crease anxiety in Washington, however, 
cince he has been consistently moderate 
in his attitude regarding foreign in- 
terests in China. 


Insists Treaties Must Go. 

Like all other military or political 
leaders of either faction, Chang has in- 
sisted that China’s unequal treaties 
must be done away with. He has al- 
ways added, however, that the nation- 
alist government proposed to negotiate 
equal treaties to supplant existing pacts 
that are one-sided, and did not intend 
to abolish present treaties by force of 
a:ms. 

Whether the Nanking incident is 
finally to prove that radical agitators, 
intent on driving out all foreigners, 
have gained complete control of the 
nationalist movement, is not now clear. 
The report of Consul John K. Davis at 
Nanking, made public yesterday by the 
State Department, flatly states his 
opinion as a victim of the outrages 
and on the basis of what he has since 
learned, that the attack on foreigners 
and the looting by nationalist soldiers 
of foreign homes and consulates was 
in accordance with a plan of operation 
carefully prearranged by the nation- 
alist military commanders. 

So far as known the Washington 
government is still without any authori- 
tative word from the nationalist 
authorities as to their side of the Nan- 
king disorders, 


Serious Clash is Seen. 


The statement published in Nanking 
and attributed to Eugene Chen, na- 
tionalist foreign minister, may or may 
not be authentic. If it correctly states 
the findings of the nationalist govern- 
ment that nationalist troops were not 
responsible for the outrages on Ameri- 
cans, there appears no chance for 
escape from a serious diplomatic clash, 
not only between Washington and the 
nationalists, but also between Great 
Britain and Japan and the Hankow 
authorities. 

On the basis of their own official) 
reports from Nanking, none of the 
three governments can possibly accept 
any version of the affair which cost 
foreign lives that does not hold na- 
tionalist troops and thelr commanders 
responsible.

The maneuver came shortly after 
the return from Europe today of Wang 
Ching-Wei, former chairman of the 
executive committee of the kuomin- 
tang, who left Canton last year, 
ostensibly because of ill health, but 
really, it is believed, because of dis- 
agreement with Gen. Chang who ob- 
jected to his radical sympathies. Wang’s 
recall has been urged for some time 
past by the left wingers of the kuomin- 
tang. 

After conferring with Wang today 
Gen. Chang issued a circular telegram 
to the provinces under nationalist con- 
trol declaring that henceforth he would 
confine. himself to commanding the 
nationalist expedition against the 
northerners, leaving the business of 
government under Wang’s direction. 

This is interpreted as a move on the 
part of Gen. Chang to strengthen his 
position by securing the support of 
Wang whose seniority in the kuomin- 
tang makes him the logical heir to the 
political powers of Dr. Sun Yat-Sen 
the late republican leader. Wang en- 


joys the respect of both factions of 


the kuomintang and would likely be 
able to swing a big section of the party

tions chat they can and will protect 
life and property are irreconcilable with 
recent events leading to the evacuation 
of the entire Yangtze valley. 

“The mass of the conservative and 
law-abiding Chinese, reduced to a state 
of helpless intimidation, is unable to 
take effective measures to protect either 
themselves or foreigners. 

“The adoption of a conciliatory pol- 
icy by foreign governments has merely 
strengthened the lawless elements and 
encouraged outrages like that at Nan- 
king. 

Indorse U. S. Measures. 


“We strongly indorse the decision of 
the United States government to take 
adequate measures for the protection 
of United States lives and property as 
evidenced by the landing of marines at 
Shanghai and the announcement that 
additionals were en route. It must be 
borne in mind, however, that through 
unscrupulous propaganda, designed to 
inflame the Chinese masses against 
foreigners, business men and mission- 
aries alike, hostilities have been created 
causing the withdrawal of hundreds of 
Americans from treaty ports and inter- 
lor places and desertion to the mobs 
of millions of dollars of American 
property. 

“Of all cities in the Yangtze valley 
Shanghai alone is comparatively safe 
for foreigners. This is due to no con- 
sideration on the part of these Chinese 
inflamed by bolshevik advisers but en- 
tirely to the presence of foreign war- 
ships and military. 

“It is obvious that a protective pol- 
icy applying to Shanghai alone will not 
enable China to put its house in order 
or prevent enormous losses resulting 
from the evacuation of the interior 
districts We are convinced that the 
future welfare of the Chinese and the 
ultimate safety of Americans and other 
foreigners can be attained only by uni- 
fied action of the powers to suppress 
disorder and restore conditions favor- 
able to formation of a responsible gov- 
ernment. 


Concerted Action Favored. 


“We believe that ‘mmediate, con- 
certed action of the powers to restore 
the security of foreign lives and prop- 
erty at the treaty ports and to recover 
all foreign properties destroyed or con- 
fiscated will have a far-reaching influ- 
ence throughout China and be of ulti- 
mate benefit to the Chinese. This re- 
sult should not be difficult with the 
naval force now in Chinese waters. 

“In our opinion the future peace of 
the world and the welfare of the Chi- 
nese people would best be served by 
the maintenance of the alignment of 
powers established by the sub-Wash- 
ington treaties and their cooperation 
in the service pledged to China during 
the Washington confererice.”’ 

London, April 3 (By A. P.).—An Ex- 
change Telegraph dispatch from Shanz- 
hai says that guerillas were extremely 
busy over the week-end. The police 
and British bluejackets were engaged 
in brisk. street fighting during which 
machine guns were used. There werc 
several Chinese casualties. 

Amoy, April 3 (By A. P.).—Strikes 
have closed down the entire postal serv- 
ice of the Amoy district. Labor un- 
rest is reported as extending through- 
out the province of Fukien. 

Heavy foreign mails from Shangha: 
are tied up by the strikes. Postal Com- 
missioner Forseinetti, a Frenchman, was 
held a prisoner in the postoffice by the 
strikers until 6 o’clock Saturday eve- 
ning, when he was released by the 
Chinese naval authorities. 

The general situation here is bad, but 
ample protection is afforded foreigners 
by the American, British and Japanese 
warships in the harbor. 


U.S. Policy Incites 
Chinese, Heflin Says 


Pittsburgh, April 3 (By A. P.).—Criti- 
cism of the administration’s policy in 
China was voiced today by Senator 
Heflin (Democrat), Alabama, here in 
an address in the Point Breeze Pres- 
byterian church. 

“With our wanton display of force 
and arms in China at the present time,” 
Senator Heflin said, “we are actually 
inciting the antagonism of the Chinese. 
American lives must be protected, I 
admit, but I seriously question the ad- 
visability of sending more troops across 
the Pacific because this display of force 
is bound to be regarded by the Chinese 
leaders as a move to maintain terri- 
torialism rather than the safety of 
American lives.” 


Marines’ Troop Trains 
Arrive at San Diego 


San Diego, Calif., April 3 (By A. P.). 
Four troop trains of the Sixth marines 
from Philadelphia, bound for China, 
had arrived here this aftrenoon, the 
last train bringing Col. Harold C. 
Snyder, commanding officer, and staff. 

The troops are expected to be here 
four days, as the transport Henderson, 
now in the harbor, has repairs to make 
for the voyage to China that are ex- 
pected to hold the ship here until 
Wednesday or Thursday.

FOREIGN GROUP IS STEADY 


New York, April 3 (By the Associated 
Press) —The steady forward march of 
th: bond market showed no signs of 
faltering last week, and prices again ad- 
vanced to the highest general level in 
several years.

Discuss Form in Local Stadium; Seen’ - 
as Rival of Houser.

OR the past week observers of the 
daily training of Central’s track 
squad have been duly impressed 
by the work of one stalwart youth who 
seemed to be throwing the discus 
tremendous distances with no appreci- 
able effort on his part. The youth, 
Arthur Baker, a junior at Swarthmore 
college, but once a Centralite, working 
out at the stadium during the spring 
recess at his school, has proved his 
worth since leaving the Mount Pleasant 
school and now ranks with the -fore- 
most exponents of the art of hurling 
the Grecian plate of the college world. 
A glance at some of the distances 
showed that Baker was getting over 140 
feet, and led many to coincide with the 
view expressed by “Bill” Foley, who 
first coached Baker, that he was capable 
of reaching 150 feet, if he continues to 
come along as he has done in the past 
three years. 


Baker first attained prominence 
in the spring of 1924, as a member 
of the Central squad, at the Uni- 
versity .of Pennsylvania inter- 
scholastics when he won the discus 
event, leading by a good margin, 
the: lad who later was given the 
title of the champion interscholastic 
discus man of the country. 


His work has constantly improved 
since that time, and last year he copped 
his specialty at the Pennsylvania relay 
carnival with a throw of 139 feet 3 
inches. 

“Bud” Houser, of the University of 
Southern California, won the discus | 
event at the intercollegiates in the Har- 


vard stadium in 1926. with a mark of 
151 feet 3 inches, and Houser is the 
class of the college world.. With Baker 
steadily on the upgrade, and Houser out 
of college competition, Baker's local 
friends are looking to him to reach the 
top in the two more years of college 
competition open to him, They feel 
that he has not reached the peak of 
his efforts as yet. 

In fact it does not seem to be be- 
yond the youth to make a strong bid 
for honors when Uncle Sam begins iw 
gather his athletes for the next foreign 
invasion in 1928, for should he sucveed 
in reaching the charmed circle of 150 
feet, a position on the team would be 
open to him. 


Baker’s success is a tribute to 
earnest work and perseverance on 
his part for when he first began his 
training under “Bill” Foley, by rea- 
son of his size and awkwardness, 
he was about the most unpromising 
candidate one could imagine. Now 
he is a giant of splendid physical 
proportions, and can romp through 
a 220 with the grace of a sprinter. 


The local high schools have reason to 
_be proud of the three athletes from the 
District, now attending Swarthmore 
college. With Baker are Bert Adelman, 
of Tech, and Ray Garber, from West- 
ern. Adelman is a member of the Lase- 
ball team, whfle Garber has made the 
grade in football and track. . 

But aside from their athletic ability, 
these three boys form a group tha‘ is 
‘hard to match. The character of these 
| boys surely reflects great credit on cur 
| athletics for they represent the type of 
athlete and gentlemen that athletics 
' should turn out.

Columbia, 8. C., April 3 (By A. P.).— 
The deep blue hue of recent South 
Carolina Sundays had faded to a light 
azure haze today, as Gov. John G. 
Richards, withheld the power of his 
office from interfering with golf or the 
sale of gasoline pending action by the 
pm aa court upon the ancient Sun- 
oe of the State. 

ft drinks and smokers’ supplies 
were still under the official ban, 
ever, but at the same time the execu- 
tive indicated yesterday he did not in- 
tend to use his personally Senanree 
constabulary in any active crusade to 
close ‘up drug stores and soda foun- 
tains. Under the South Carolina con- 
stitution arrests can not be made on 
Sunday for alleged violations of the 
Sunday statutes, and vendors of bever- 
ages and smoking materials can not le- 
gally be halted, but they face the swear- 
ing out of warrants tomorrow or later 
in the week. 

Since Gov. Richards instituted his 
blue-law crusade six weeks ago, several 
arrests have been made for selling 
drinks and other articles of merchan- 
dise, and in every instance the defend- 
ant has been acquited by a jury in from 
30 seconds to 2 minutes deliberation. 

In Columbia, where the lid has been 
on tight since the campaign of the 
governor was announced, gasoline sta- 
tions were open today to supply mo- 
tor fuel, but they voluntarily closed 
during the usual hours of church serv- 
ices. Before the governor launched his 
drive they kept open at all hours. 

Judge William H., Grimball, of 
Charleston, who issued a temporary 
order permitting the sale of gasoline 
in Charleston county on Sunday, will 
hold a hearing next Friday on the 
question of making his order per- 
manent. While the injunction applies 
only to Charleston county, Gov. Rich- 
ards took the position he would not 
prevent the sale of gasoline in the re- 
mainder of the State so long as it is 
permitted in one county. If Judge 
Grimball makes his order permanent 
an appeal will be taken to the supreme 
court, according to the executive.

CURTIS DEFENDS Alot 
IN FEDERAL EXPENSES 


Says Appropriation Increases 
Are Less Than Those of 
Former Years. 


LAYS COST TO PROGRESS 


(By the. Associated Press.) 

A defense of present Federal appro- 
priations was issued yesterday by Sen- 
ator Curtis, of Kansas, the Republi- 
can leader, who declared the increased 
governmental expenditures only re- 
flected the progress of the nation dur- 
ing the last decade. 

Comparing each 15-year period from 
1880 to 1928, the Kansas senator de- 
clared the increased appropriation dur- 
ing the last 15 years was less than 
the increases of 1904 over 1892 and 1916 
over 1904 and exceeded the increase 
of 1892 over ‘1880 by only $31,000,000. 

He estimated that the appropriation 
for 1928 exceeded that of 1916 by only 
$216,874,254, as he contended that 
$1,879,390,000 should be charged off 
to the emergencies of the world war. 

“What if our appropriations for 1928 
are $216,000,000 in excess of those for 
1016?” he asked. “We are meeting our 
payments regularly and we have re- 
duced the public debt by $7,444,000,900. 
Who wants to abandon our rural de- 
livery, the air service, the automobile, 
the radio and the many other con- 
veniences we now have and go back 
to previous conditions? 

“This is a really wonderful record 
of a growing and prosperous covtatry. 
This gratifying result has been accom- 
| plished by a great amount of hard work 
on the part of the President, the bud- 
get bureau and the nonpartisan labor 
of the Congress.”

1 BEATEN BY WOMAN 


m, Be | Foster Daughter of Mrs. E. S. 
Pratt Being Cared For 
by Society. 


TO RESUME CASE TODAY 


New York, April 3 (By A. P.).—Mrs. 
Everett 8S. Pratt, wife of a wealthy Des 
Moines, Iowa, paper manufacturer, will 
face a charge of assault, if the accusa- 
tion that she beat and burned her 6- 
year-old adopted daughter, Roberta, is 
proved, Vincent Pisarra, superintendent 
of the Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children, said today. 

The juvenile court of Des Moines, of 
which the child is a ward, intimated 
its intention of taking the child from 
the Pratts, in the following telegram 
received today from Judge Joseph E. 
Meyer by Pisarra: 

“Roberta J. Pratt, ward of this court. 
Secure all facts and transmit detailed 
written report of juvenile court. Will 
send Officer to get child at expense of 
Everett 8. Pratt. Hold child until ar- 
rangements completed.” 

The child was placed in the custody 
of the 8. P. C, C. yesterday by Justice 
Levy in children’s court after a physi- 
clan had certified to finding evidence 
of burns and abrasions on her body. 
Pisarra took the child from the Pratt 
suite at the Hotel Plaza Friday night 
after women guests had reported that 
she was being neglected and mis- 
treated. 

Hearing of the case will be resumed 
tomorrow. If the accusations against 
Mrs. Pratt are substantiated, Pisarra 
said, he will ask her to go into West 
Side court to face a charge of assault, 
and if she refuses, he said he will seek 
& warrant. 

Mr. and Mrs: Pratt visited Roberta 
at the society headquarters today. 
Oscar Erickson, a brother of Mrs. Pratt, 
also called to see the child. 

The little girl repeated her story re- 
garding how she was burned with a 
curling iron and told of being beaten 
with a shoe tree. She seemed reluctant 
to name her foster mother as the per- 
son who mistreated her.

Editor Seeks to Have Govern- 
ment Buy Products Dur- 
ing Overproduction. 


A compromise farm relief measure 
providing for the establishment of a 
government financed reservoir to regu-

prices is put forward by E. E. Miller 
editor of the Southern Agriculturist, in 
the current issue of that magazine for 


use in the coming campaign, in which 
th: farmer is egpected to play an im- 
|portant role. Mr. Miller rejects the 
| McNary-Haugen bill as fundamentally 
‘unsound and compiles his measure 
| from selected provisions in the Aswell 
bill and the Crisp-Curtis bill. 

He proposes to establish government 
corporations with a liberal revolving 
fund to buy nonperishable farm prod- 
ucts in cases of extreme overproduction 
and low prices, holding the amounts so 
bought until times of scarcity and high 
prices and then disposing of them. 

This buying would go far enough to 
| prevent “the bottom dropping out” of 
prices but not far enough to attempt 
| to secure medium crcp prices for extra 
| large crops.

Completed corporation tax returns 
are expected to equal the peak figure 
of 1924, when 417,421 were filed. The 
preliminary report for 1925 shows 244,- 


544 reporting net income, establishing 
a record. Their net income was $9,036,- 
680,163 but this figure is expected to 

e “appreciably increased” by the full 
year’s returns. The tax returned for 
1$25 was $1,101,657,078, the largest cor- 
poration income tax on record. This 
tax must be distinguished from the 
excess profits tax. 

“There were two reasons for this in- 
crease in the corporation tax,” said a 
formal statement by Acting Secretary 
Mills. “First, the prosperity of the 
country, and second, the increase in 
the corporation tax rate, offset, how- 
ever, by the elimination of the capital 
stock tax. The tax for the year 1925 
was imposed at the rate of 13 per cent 
instead of 12% per cent, as in 1924. 

“The prosperity of corporate industry 
was also indicated by the reports of the 

9,917 concerns reporting no net in- 
come, their combined deficits being less 
than for any year since 1919.” 

A net income of $2,468,151,693 was 
reported by 78,219 corporations in New 
York., Their tax payments aggregated 
$306,856,155. Pennsylvania corporations 
paid the second highest tax, $108,440,- 
937 on an income of $869,274,539 for 
the 13,387 corporations reporting net 
income. The third State, in amount of 
payments, was Illinois, in which 16,512 
corporations paid a tax of $104,862,188 
on a net income of $844,539,126.

STARTS HERE TODAY 


Corrections of  Insanitary 
Conditions Is Urged by 
Dr. A. B. Jackson. 


The week of April 4, which includes 
the birthday of Booker T. Washington 
tomorrow, has been set apart, accord- 


ing to Dr. Algernon B. Jackson, director 
of the department of public health of 
Howard university, for the twenty-first 
annual observance of national negro 
health week, founded by the Tuske- 
geean more than two decades ago. 
Throughout the United States, he said, 
the difference between the death rates 
for white and colored people is so con- 
stant that the matter of error in sta- 
tigtics is reduced to a minimum. 

In expressing the hope for a thor- 
ough observance of the week ‘*» colored 
public schools and colleges; Dr. Jack- 
so. said: 

“The lack of proper hospitalization 
for tuberculosis and other diseases, in- 
sanitary living conditions immune from 
investigation and correction, together 
with the general tendency to neglect 
colored neighborhoods, surely are weak 
spots in the local health code which 
demand a more human attitude scien- 
tifically applied. Without doubt this 
must be done if the colored citizen is 
ever to bring his high mortality on par 
with that of the whites.”

U. S. Bureau Reports.

‘and out of the cotton with amazing 
'speed, the census bureau revealed last 
night, incident to announcing statis- 
tics on the countrys hosiery  pro- 
| duction. 
| The wholesale value of American- 
| produced hosiery in 1925 was $411,- 
366,000, which was about 8 per cent 
more than the value in 1923, when the 
previous manufacturing census Was 


taken, but the output and value of 
women’s cotton stockings, neverthe- 
less, fell off, the loss being more than 
made up by the increased manufacture 
of silk, near-silk and silk-mixed leg 
coverings. 

Taking the figures in a lump, it ap- 
peared that in 1925 American plants 
knitted 59,597,384 dozen pairs of wom- 
en’s hose, worth about $302,000,000, or 
about the same quantity as were knit- 
ted in 1923, but the value in the earlier 
year was but $278,000,000. The value 
decrease was due to the fact that in 
| 1923 there were 34,500,000 dozen pairs 
of cotton hose for women made, while 
in’ 1925 the cotton stocking§ had drop- 
ped to a total of 28,600,000 dozen 
pairs.
